them in these nests, covering up the 
seedlings witlx humus when they begin 
to germinate. In the structure of these 
"ant epiphytes" the foliage and the 
roots display characters which espe- 
cially adapt them for the situation in 
which they grow and promote alto the 
protection of the ants themselves in 
their nest.

Death orqi Pay Director Schenck, U. S. 


N., Author of a Famous Song. 


Pay TJlreciof Casper Schenck, II. S. 


N,, retired, Who died at thfe Naval 
Horiie in Philadelphia, on Saturday, 
was one of the best known officers 
n the service. 
He had a fund of 


yarnfe that made him popular among 


companions 
on 
shipboard 
or 


ashore. Mr. Schenck was the author 
of the celebrated naval ditty, "Fare- 
well to 
Grog," 
which was 
print- 


ed at the time of his retirement in 
1897. 
In the days before the Civil 


war a grog ration was served daily 
:o every enlisted man, and when the 
Boatswain "piped all hands to splice 
the main brace," there was always 
an enthusiastic 
response. 
Through 


:lie efforts Of Admiral Foote the grog 
ration was abolished and the men's 
pay increased by Itfe cost. The night 
Before the law prohibiting the uso of 
iquor went into effect Mr. Schettck 
and the other officers of his vessel 
held appropriate services and under 
the influence of the occasion he wrote 
his best known poem, the refrain ot 
which was: 
They raised our pay five cents a day 
But stopped our grog torever. 


Mr. Scheneck often told of the free- 


dom with which liquor was drunk on 
board naval vessels in those 
days. 


Every officers' mess had a small keg 
which was filled with whiskey. 
The 


faucet could not be turned without 
first being unlocked with a key. Every 
officer had a key. and when he wanted 
a drink he helped himself from the 
lancet and locked it again when he 
was through.

Occasionally 


some streets—in Glasgow, for instance 
—present an appearance of wholesale 
evictions. 


So numerous are the demands that 


vans cannot always be obtained, and 
every kind of vehicle, including horse- 
less carriages, popularly known as 
"hurleys," are pressed into the service. 
supplemented by father, mother and 
the children, each carrying pictures, 
mirrors or other cherished articles tou 
precious to trust to the tender inorcios 
of some ramshackle conveyance. 


These processions are moving along 


all day.

It is dif- 
fienlt to obtain a house at\ any other 
time tlinn the lawful removal day, and 
tbe canny house owner has prudently 
secured his rent a fortnight previously, 
May 13. 


"Moonlight" fllttlngs arc thus prac- 


tically unknown, and there is little 
loss of rent from that cause. The rents 
being payable half yearly only, the 
cost of collection ia reduced, as is the 
risk of loss, to .1 minimum. Tho sys- 
tem entails great hardship to working- 
men compelled to change the scouc of 
their labors. They frequently cannot 
obtain a house until torm day and have 
consequently to take lodgings and sup- 
port their family in another town. 


If fortunate enough to obtain u house, 


the landlord steps in and requires his 
full year's rent to bo paid or deposited 
In bank before he allows the goods to 
be removed. 
The unfortunate bead of 


a household is also responsible for the 
full year's rates of his "new" houso. 
altbongh he may have paid in full at 
his vacated house. 


The only advantage to tuc tenant is 


security of tenure for twelve months 
and the certainty of being accommo- 
dated at the espiry in the general 
scramble. Of course it happens some- 
times, through new bouses being erect- 
ed, that some one Is able to start the 
ball rolling a day or two before term, 
to the comfort of all involved in the 
particular circuit; but, generally speak- 
ing. May term day in Scotland Is not 
an institution to be admired and copied. 


Strange to say, Sandy not only takes 


this day philosophically, but is much 
more addicted to "flitting" than people 
south of the Tweed, some families mov- 
ing regularly every year without any 
apparent necessity. One would scarce- 
ly expect the worry and discomfort of 
the day and succeeding temporary 
chaos to be voluntarily undertaken, but

BO the newspapers say, by n physician 
as conducive to "repair and resting,"

veins overfilled by prolonged eycwork," 
etc. 


It is plniu that placing the head back 


in n horizontal position so absolutely 
meets the whole problem of a relief of 
congestion by gravity—and it Is such a 
very important problem—that It seems 
strange that people with weak eyes 
do not habitually practice rending In a 
recumbent position perfectly comforta- 
ble. Such advice, carried out with ab- 
solute care as to light and the position 
of the book, would In the case of a 
thousand busy people add largely to 
the number of hours which reading 
could be Indulged in without detriment 
to the eyes or general health. 


Certainly the one who gives this 


strange and pernicious advice could 
never have tried the plan. Some years 
ago there was described a patented de-

without holding the book In the hands.

When 
reading lying down, there is a traction 
upon the inferior roctl muscles which is 
highly Injurious. Evry patient should 
be warned never to road In bed except 
| when sitting up ns vertically as In a 
chair.—American Medicine.

"It Is not such an uncommon thing." 


said a physician, "to find a person 
whose pulse boats can be plainly scon, 
and yet 1 suppose there are but few 
outside of the profession who realize 
tho fact. In most persons the bent 
of the pulse cannot be perceived, but 
the more fact that the beating is per- 
ceptible does not mean that the pulse 
is other than normal. I have come 
across a number of coses whoro the 
throbbing of tho wrist could be plainly 
eeon, and yet the persons rarely gnvo- 
uvitleuco of abnormality in tempera- 
ture. They wore rarely feverish and 
were in good physical condition gen- 
erally. Pulses of this kind, from this 
view, which is based upon actual ob- 
servations of cases, do not indicate 
anything more than an abnormal phys- 
ical condition In the formation of the 
wrist veins. 


"I have met with one cnsc which 


was possibly a little extraordinary in 
that it was plainer and much more dis- 
tinct than any I had over seen before. 
It could almost be heard. The artery 
would rise to a point almost as large 
as the ball of the little linger of a 
child and would cliango from the white 
of the fikln to a blood purple with each 
beat of the pulse. I found it easy to 
count this pulse beats without touching 
the patient's wrist. 1 could see plainly 
enough to keep the record, and in order 
not to err in my calculation I tested it 
in several ways and found it was cor- 
rect and that thcru was no mistake in.

It shook houses, 
rattled dishes off shelves and covers 
off pots and kettles and bricks off 
chimneys, and people standing up had 
to sit down before they It'll down. 
The next severe earthquake occurred 
Oct. 24, 1727. As before the previous 
earthquake, the summer had been dry, 
the springs and wells failed ol water. 
Violent thumier showers with very lit- 
tle, 
and sometimes no rain at all, oc- 


curred. 
One night in August 
the 


lightning was so brilliant that a citi- 
zen wrote that it seemed as if the

felt in New York and Pennslyvania. 


The subterranean convulsions were 


widespread in 11 55, Lisbon, Portugal, 
being destroyed Nov. 1. with a loss 
of fiO.OOO lives. Nov. 18, or seventeen 
days later, New England experienced 
its worst earthquake. 
It came sud- 


denly and violently, and about four 
o'clock in the morning, the night hav- 
ing been calm and beautiful, although 
it was noted that the ocean roared 
much louder than usual. Dr. Edward 
A. Holyoke, the noted Salemite wrote 
in his diary that he "thought of noth- 
ing less than being buried instantly 
in the ruins of his house". 


As :n previous cases the 
people 


were terrorized. Dogs ran to the feet 
of their roasters and howled. 
Birds 


flew high in the air and seemed to 
fear to come back to earth. The sea
